Remarks and Arguments 

Applicant wishes to amend a typographical error in claim 25, wherein "polymers" 
should be "polymer." Support for the amendment is found in numerous places in the 
original specification and claims, such as page 2, line 5. 

Dependent claim 45 is amended to recite that the barrier resin may be "or 
EVOH." Support is found in numerous instances in the original claims and specification, 
including page 4, line 9.
